ty, by hard Study and diligent Obſervation, without the 
leaſt Derogation from God or true Godlineſs. 

The pious 7Jeje2ph, ſometime Lord Biſhop of Neoxravich, 
tells Aftrologers, that while they have God and Nature 
for their Warrant they may walk ſafely. And Calvin calls 
the Art, the Alphabet of Divinity. So Gerſon tells us 
that Heaven is God's Inſtrument, whereby he governeth 
the Frame of this corruptible World. Prepterea, ſaith he, 
non eff hoc negandum de Aftrologia, &c. wherefore it 6annot 
be denied of Altrology, but that it is a noble and admira- 
{| ble Science, revealed firſt to Adam and his Poſterity. Di- 
{vinity it refuſeth not, nor do we know how it ſhould, for 
the Works and Word of God interfere not with each other, 
there is no clathing nor Contradiction, in reality, in them. 
Some Divines and Aſtrologers may diſagree, but Divinity 
and true Aſtrology will forever be Friends. 

Petrus de Aliaco, in his Concordance of Aſtrology with 
Divinity, preveth, that Floods, Sets, Schiſms, and other 
notable Accidents, to be ſignified by the Heavens. And 
Euſebius attributeth fo much to Aſtrology, as to acknow- 
ledge the Death of Kings, the Deſolation of Cities, Calms, 
and Storms, fair and foul Weather, to be ſignified by the 
Stars, and foreſcen by Aſtrologers, 

Origen ſaith, that Heaven is like a Book laid open, 
containing all future Events written in thoſe glorious Cha- 
racters the Stars. Plato ailirms, we had our Eyes given us 
to obſerve the Stars, and our Reaſon to contemplate their 


Motions and Significations. And Ov:4rhimesouthis. Os 
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a full Moon; which, according to the Courſe of Nature, 
can never be eclipſed but at a new Moon.

the Malice of the moſt invidious Enemies to the Contra- 
ry, who envy an harmleſs Motto, Afra regunt Hom:nes, 
ſed regit Aſtra Deus. The Stars rule Men, but God rules 
the Stars, telling us, that if God over-rules the Stars, 
then can there be no Certainty in aſtral Predictions; juſt 
as if we ſhould argee, that the Eye has no Pawer to ſee be- 
cauſe we may wink and ſhut out the Light; or Light no 
Power to illuminate becauſe it may be averted, as the Lu- 
minaries themſelves in an Eclipſe. Bat, though God can 
interpoſe his extraordinary Power (for the Heavens and 
Stars are his ordinary Inſtruments) and do Things beſide 
Nature, or contrary to it, yet ſeldom was he ever known to 
do fo, and that upon extraordinary Occaſions, as in Jo- 
ſoua's Times, when he made the Sun and Moon ſtand ttill ;|

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Theſe calculations are done by the ſame perſon they were 
done by the laſt year, viz. Mr. H. Andrews, of Royiton, in 
Herts. Philomath, who very frankly ſent me the calcula- 
tions, for which I gave him my humble thanks, he tells me 
they are computed from the tables of the celebrated Mr. 
Clairent, as likewiſe the ſame as I printed laſt year, and he 
ſays they are not to be equalled for exactneſs, but they are 
difficult to calculate from. He has made no leſs than twen- 
ty-wwo equations in finding the Moon's place. He tells me 
his ſolar tables, are no worſe than thoſe of Mr. Tobias Mayer, 
who verified every element thereof by his own obſervations. 
And therefore, at his defire, I have expoſed them to the 
view of the curious aſtronomer, I know many of my friend- 
ly readers expect I ſhould, according to cuſtom, give them 
my judgment of the influences of the eclipſes this year in 
an aſtrological way. And, indeed, I am as willing to do 
it as they are to expect it from me. Aſtrology is a moſt ex- 
cellent and laudable ſcience, though at preſent it ſeems to 
luffer a ſmall deliquium. It is not, it cannot be totally ob- 
ſecured, Magna eſt verilas, el pravalebit. The learned are 
ſo much engaged in the improvement of aſtronomy, fince 
the great Sir Iſaac Newton has ſhewa them its beauties, that 
they ſeem quite to neglect this more important branch of the 
celeſtial ſcience, viz. aſtrology, when it is to as little pur- 
poſe for a man to know that there are ſtars, and not be ac- 
quainted with their influences, as it is for a phyſician to know 
the names and external forms of drugs and plants ; and yet 
be utterly ignorant of their virtues and uſes. Of ſo little 
uſe is aſtronomy without aſtrology, ſo erroneous, fo partial 
are men in their choice of things, that they prefer the ſhell 
to the kernel, and believe the body to be more rich and 
worthy, than the ſoul that animates and invigorates it, 
But, it is neceſſary, aſtronomy attain to all the perfections 
it can, it will one time or other contribute to the reſuſcita- 
tion of aſtrology. Having premiſed thus much, I ſhall pro- 
ceed to give my opinion ot the effects of the eclipſes; but 
the three inviſible eclipſes I ſhall paſs over in blence, well 
knowing that inviſible eclipſes have neither good nor bad 
effects. The firſt viſible eclipſe is of the greater luminary, 
the Sun, on the 4th of June, in the morning ; and the 
other is of the Moon, on the 13th of December, in the 
morning, 
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> Worning, according to the former calculations. They are 
both celebrated in the ſign Gemini, near to the Hyades; and 
the conſtellation of Orion being ſtars of the nature of Saturn, 
Jupiter, Mars and Mercury; and Mercury, being chief 
ruler of the eclipſes, and not impeded either by combuſtion, 
retrogradation, or any male aſpect of the infortunes, but in 
the lunar is conjoined with Jupiter in his own domal dignities, 
and 1s alſo ſwift in motion, from hence we conclude there 
will be more than ordinary councils in the ſtave of the 
world, in moſt or all of the courts of the kings, princes, 
and potentates of Europe, in general. We hope we may 
have good effects to promote peace and tranquility, and the 
advancement of ſome deſerving men to honour. With the 
| augmentation of thoſe things that are necefſ:ry for human 
ſubſiſtence; the common people will be very induſtrious and 
| ſucceſsful in their vocations and callings ; the merchants 
and marriners fortunate, the agents and ambaſſadors dili- 
| gent and mindful of their maſter's buſineſs ; tue fleets will 
| 


come home well cargoed, the barns, ftorehouſes filled, and 

and arts and ſciences advanced; and likewiſe many witty and 

uſeſul inventions, tending both to profit and pleaſure ad- 

vanced. The times are coming and not far off, wherein 

| corn will be cheaper, and money more plentiful among 
| tradeſmen ! It is then the commonwealth proſpereth, the 
tradeſmen circulate money, clowns and miſers either hoard 
It mp, or purchaſe lands, beth which bring no ous the 
nblic, bat makes hard times, breaks tradeſmen, and 
arves the poor. Fer when corn and cattle are too dear, as 
they have been for ſome years paſt, then are the cornfactors 
and other victuallers fo intent upon filling their bags, that 
they can afford nothing to the poor; nor even can the rich 
wink of good houſekeeping, and the general part of man- 
kind are much more mi Lrable than when things are cheap; 


but let all fuch know that he is not rich that hath much, 
| but he that hath enough, nor is he poor that hath but a little; 
hut he that covets more, he to whom a little ſeems not 
 emvugh, a great deal will ſeem but a little. And fo

W begins on Wedneſday the 2 iſt of December, 


1768, at 24 min. paſt 5, mane aprærent time, when 
19 degrees of Virgo is on the Medium Cœ :1.and 26 deg. of 
Scorpio aſcends the eaſtern angle. But within three days of 
the ſolſtice there happens an eclipſe of the Moon, both viſi- 
ble and total, in the 3d deg. of Cancer, and the Moon ap- 
plies to the body of Saturn, and he is poſited in the 2d, the 
Sun in the 7th, and Mars on the cuſp of the 12th; theſe 
are malevolent configurations, and ſhew that the com- 
monalty are uneaſy, and general repining and complaint for 
want of trade; and the conſultations of theſe times are full 
of animoſities and differences; and were it not for the 
friendly aſpects of the Sun and Mars, and between the ſu- 
periors we might juſtly fear miſchief might enſue there- 
upon. But we hope the wiſdom of ſome grave perſons in 
council will much qualify the unruly paſſions of the times, 
and, by degrees, compoſe matters in debate, and reduce them 
again to good order. And now many notable councils in moſt 
parts of Europe will be held, to debate matters of more 
than ordinary concernment in every individual nation and 
kingdom, of which we may expe& ample information in 
convenient time. I doubt not, but we in England remain 
in peace and tranquility, as loyal ſabje&s ought to do. 
I pray God continue the ſame, But if there be any diſſatis- 
fied ſpirits amongſt us, that wil} ſtil] be uneaſy to them- 
ſelves in diſturbing the government ; let them enjoy the 
merit of their deſerts. It is time is the touchſtone of truth, 
and we know that the advantage of time and opportunity 
leads humane actions, as it were by the hand, to their per- 
fection. The weather this quarter ſhould be various, with 
much wet and ſnow, with weſterly winds, or ſouth-weſt, 
intermixed with cold, northerly blaſts.

np 8 ur Quarter commences on Monday, the 2oth 
1 of. 4 4 40 min. paſt 7 in the morning, apparent 
time, when 22 degrees bf Capricorn is on the mid-heaven, 
and 21 deg. of Taurus aſcends. At this ingreſs I find no 
planet angular but Jupiter, and he 5 in the 7th; be- 
ing lately in trine with the Sun and Mercury; and apply- 
ing to Venus; this ſhews a good underſtanding between 
prince and people. The actions of this quarter begin with 
very fair pretences, and the people are now in expectation 
of very hopeful proceedings for the general advantage of the 
whole nation. And in my opinion here ſeems little or no 
contradictions at this ingreſs, in the great affairs of the

HICH begins at ſach time as the Sun enters the 
W Cancer, which, this year, happens on Wedneſday che 
21ſt of June, at 2 min. paſt Gin the morning, when 9 deg. b 
Aries is on the Medium 'Cceli, and 27 degrees of CancEr 
aſcends, The Sun, Saturn, and Mercury are in the 12th, - 
Jupiter in the Sch, and Mars on the cuſp'of the 2d the 
Moon in the 6th, departing from the oppoſition of Saturn, 
and applying to the ſame aſpect of Mereury ; from theſe 
aſpects, and others preceding and ſucceeding the ingreſs, 
I conclude that the world ſtands, as it were, amazed ſuſpect- 
ing of its own fall, for things of moment are not accom- 
pliſhed without long and ſerious confideration ; and an in- 
duſtrious diligence never makes too much haſte. If fo let 
us content ourſelves with thoſe bleſſings we enjoy, though 
they fall into our mouths but like dew or rain by drops, 
fnce thoſe that greedily gape after a flood, may be choaked 
with an inundation In the greateſt ſtorm of ill ſucceſs in 
the world, in our general affairs, let us endeavour to carry 
fair and pleaſant weather in our faces, or à clear countenance 
in a cloudy brow. We know that common people judge of 
perſons or things by the event, and the thing called ſuc- 
ceſs is, the bawd to vulgar admiration. And ſo I conclude 
my obſervations with theſe lines:
